It atatlatleo of tbo eharity thoy 
aro doing wore pvbHahod It would 
mrprlae those who are not faonlltar 
with Cathoiic charity and might 
open the eyes of some of the enemies 
of the church. 

Winter will moan extra work for 
all these cliiirltics. it will bo par- 
ticularly hard ou tbe St. Vincent do 
Paul Soeloty. This ooclety hM ao 
oadowmont from wbteh to draw 
fiilnda. It mnat dopend on tha troo 
will offerings of the people and It 
Is worthy of every assistance. There 
are many organizations in this 
country founded for the purpose of 
relieving the poor, some iiiulcr the 
auspicea of the various churches and 
aoms of non-«ectarlan character. 
Tbe 8t. Vincent do Paul Society out- 
ranks tbem all. It has virtues that 
none bold* In eoaamon with It. 

While the first yUlble work of the 
society is to visit tb* poor and re- 
lieve their sufferings. the Vin- 
rentiana are profouTKlly <iirivim'ed 
that cnirlstian charity has a wldor 
and broader field than temporal 
relief. Aa men of deop rellgioua con- 
▼latloBa, thoy tIow tho pcoaoat Ute 
tho background of tho anpof^ 
natural. To the relief of the suf- 
ferings of the flesh they add the 
consolations of the npirit. They 
know that niati-ilal artslHtanoe is only 
half the worl< of charity. Their ob- 
ject is to pernianonliy Improve the 
conditlona of the poor. To accom- 
plish this thasr Impart thajt iatarlor 
poaoa and consolation which Is thi 
product of religious faith. 

The society never draws the de- 
noni Inational line. It Is not open to 
the slightest auaplclon of being a 
proselytizing organization.

Tet 
tbor* are many dtatinetly spiritual 
works that it can do only with those 
of its own faith. Throng tho 8t 
Vincent de Paul Society Tiaitor many 
a Catholic child is sent to the parish 
school. Many famlUos are brought 
back to the practice of their relig- 
ion. By this Intimate knowledge of 
conditions aa well as tbe good will 
and gratitude whioh follows kind- 
ness in tlmo of poverty or steknosa.

Kentucky is now Inaugurating an 
earnest campaign against adult 
Illiteracy, which has the full and 
merited support of every class and 
creed. The movement will be 
hnmchid in Louisville next Tuesday 
evening in connection with which 
blent. Oov. MeDormatt haa written 
tbo foUowlas: 

No on* caa doabt that aa lllitarat* 
man or woman la at a great dlaad- 
vantage in life aad haa not the full 
possible value to tb* city or State. 
To remove such a handicap by our 
efforts is an act of charity and a 
duty we owe to our neighbor and to 
ourselves. The want of a primary 
education makes the earning of a 
livtac harder, main* Ufa leaa agree- 
abl* aad aatiafbetory, aad to some 
extent untlta a man for tho proper 
perfommneo of hia pnblie duties in 
this day. The Illiterate man, not be- 
ing fully qualified as a voter or a 
Juror, Is a handicap to his better- 
qualified neighbor and to tho com- 
munity. An Ignorant man in one 
county may nullify tbo vote of tbe 
most intelligent man ia hla own 
county or in aomo other county, and 
by reason of bis limitations may be 
partly responsible for an unjust ver- 
dict in court. Even In war an edu- 
cated man haa more value than an 
illiterate. Occasional exceptions do 
not change tlie rule, and while we 
admit that some enlliusiasts expe<'t 
too much of mere schooling. It Is 
novertbeleea too elear for argument 
that lUitoracy to a dlaadmaUge that 
we must strive by all reasonable 
means to remove. 

The census of 1910 showed that 
in the i'nited States there were five 
and a half millions of people who 
could not rrad or write Of Ihese 

^Hjier jient. were whites, 28 percent., 
ot tbem being native bom and 30 
per cent, being foreign born. About 
40 per eoat. ot tbe total number 
were negroee and t per cent, were 
Indians, Cblneee, etc. Of those liv- 
ing In villages, towns and cities, less 
than 1 per cent, were whites, and 
more than 1 7 per cent. were 
negroes. Four out of five of the 
Ulltenatea were over twenty years 
old. Of tho white voters 8.4 per 
oent. were illiterate; about half of 
tbe number wore native bom. Of 
the negro voters, 38.7 per cent, were 
Illiterate. In Kentucky there were 
87,516 illiterate men, of whom 
60,147 wen- while natives; 1,382 
were foreign born wiiiles and 25,968 
negroes. In l>ouisville .'>.;( per cent, 
of tbe voters were illiterate, 1.4 be- 
ing native whites, less than 1 per 
cent being foreign bom, and 20.3 
per coat lielng nepoaa. 

Tito gaaerotts eCOrta ot tke people 
of Kentucky in late years have 
greatly reduced the number ot Illit- 
erate children, but there are still 
many illiterate adults who had not 
the advantage of education in child- 
hood or youth, and who can atlll be 
taught tbe elementary branches. 
That haa boon w*il proven by tbe 
snceoasfal work of Mra. Cora Wilson 
Stewart in Rowan county, and by 
teachers elsewhere. In fact, it ia as- 
tonishing to see how quickly men and 
women in middle age, or even In old 
age. havi- learned (o read and write 
and to learn simple arithmetic and 
to acquire the rudiments in other 
aUai oleoMaU of kaowledc*. Tbe 
seal with which many old men and 
women have studied to tlM aigkt 
schools in tbe vlilages and In tbe 
country, and tbe speed with which 
they have advanced, must surprise 
everybody that has heard the story 
Such people make a strong appeal 
to our sympathy. To enable them to 
read and write and to make tb^ 
own calenlations in tbeir baaiaaaa 
affaire to to opea their mlnda, to lot 
in new Mffht, t* fnratoh a new aoaroo 
ot Instractlon snd entertalamoat, to 
make youth and middle ago more 
successful, and to make old age leas 
monotonous and more cheerful. Il- 
literacy makee men more expoaed 
than others to fraud, and hence 
make* them more suspicious ot oth- 
ers la thoir doaiiacs. To be naablo 
to write to oar lovad one*, or to ho 
unabi* to read la private the letters 
of buslnea* or tho tender words of 
affection that come from kindred and 
friends is no slight impediment In 
life. If we can. by any reusouable 
effort, relieve our le«« fortunate 
neighbors of thea« privations and 
dtoeottraffoaMats, of these stumbllag- 
bloeka la thalr pathway, we ahould 
do It with pleasura Tha seed of 
education of tbe right hiad to treatar 
now than in former yeara. TlM 
struggle for existence to harder. The 
need of innocent diversion, which 
good boukH supply. Is greater, be- 
oaaao the temptations to diHslpatluns 
r So long as the 
tty are not made ex- 
eossivo, aad ao toag aa publto money 
to hoaestly aad ladleloasly expended. 
We can find naallamd aaUafaotlon In 
adding to tho powaf. aaatalaeea aad 
content of thoeo whA Mod aad WMt 
the blessing of ' 
devolopmoat.

The statue erected In the Court 
Houae yard at Carroilton, Missouri, 
to the memory of Oen. Jamea 
Shields, the only man who ever 
represented three States illlnois, 
Minnesota and Missouri in the 
i'nited States Senate, was nnv eiied 
on Thursday with elaborate and Im- 
pressive ceremonies. The slatue was 
erected with an appropriation of 
810,000 passed by the last Mlsaourl 
Leglalatura, through the efforta of 
State Senator William G. Bnaby. Tha 
(loveraor appointed tho followias 
named Carroilton citlaoBB as a com- 
mittee to select the atatue and 
superintend Its arsotton: H. C. 
Brown. H.J. Wllcoxson aad Bdward 

A. Dickinson. 

The committee selected the modal 
made by Frederick C. Hlbbard, ot 
Chicago, aad let tbe contract to him 
for 89.000. Tbe statue Is eight aad 
one-half feet high on a base nine and 
one-half feet high, snaking a total 
height of eighteen feet. 

The unveiling ceremonies rivaled 
even those of last year at the unveil- 
ing of the monument over the grave 
of Ceil. Shields in St. Mary's ceme- 
tery ill Carroilton. Special traina 
carried people from aavoral Statep. 
including a dataehmaat ot FadanI 
troopa stationed at Fort Ijaavea'* 
worth, Kas. 

A atatue of Oen. Sliielils was un- 
veiled October 20 in tiie in'W Capitol 
of HInnesnia at St. Paul, it being a 
duplicate of tbe one unveiled in Car- 
roilton. 

Oen. James Shields waa born in 
County Tyrone, Iraland, May 10, 
1810, and died In Ottnmwa, Iowa. 
June 1, 1879. In 1825 at tbe agej 
of sixteen he came to Amerli a an<i 
In 1832 began tbe study of law 1|| 
Randolph county, Illinois, where be 
was admitted to the bar. In 188t 
he was elected to the Illinois Logia* 
lature from Randolph county. 

In "Old Vandalto," then tbe capi- 
tal ot the State, he made the ac- 
quaintance of Abraham Lincoln, 
Stephen A. Dougiaa and others who 
have since become prominent in the 
history of the country, in 1840 he 
was eieiied State Auditor of llllnol* 
and discharged tbe duties of that 
Important position with such effi- 
ciency and suooaaa that he waa 
unanimoualy ro-eieeted by both pal" 
ties, Whiga and Democrats. 

In 1846 Oen. Shielda was ap* 
pointed Judge of the Supreme Court 
of the State, In which office b* 
served until appointed Commissioner 
of the (leneral Land Office l)y i'resi- 
dent Polk. When the Mexican war 
broke out be offered bto aervto**1a 
the Oovernmeat and waa aaaigaad t«l 
the ooauaaad of tho Illinoto troaps 
as Brlsadlar Oaaaral. He served 
under Oen. Taylor on the Rio 
Orande, under Oen. Wood In the 
campaign against Chihuahua, and 
under Gen. Scott when he entered on 
his campaign In the capture of tbe 
city of Maxtoo. i 
A grapo shot punctured Oen. 
Shields' right laas. MM through hla 
body and passad aat aaar tbe aplna. 
In the official dlspatebea to tbe War 
Office he was raported dead. To tha 
■surprise of everybody and to the 
aslonishnient of Ihe iiieiliial staff ot 
the army, in ten weeks he was again 
in the saddle and at the bead of bto 
command. In the atorming ol 
ciiapultepoc be waa agate serlonsly 
woundod when bto arm waa struck 
by a muskat baU. At tho aad of tb* 
war be rataraad to hto' haaa la 

Illinois. 

In IM49 Illinois made hliin Senator 
of Ihe I'nited Stales, bo aud Dougiaa 
being colleagues. He served als 
years with Webster, Calhoun, Olay. 
Benson and Caaa. After hto term to 
tbe Senate expired he moved to Mla- 
neeota. then a Territory, whlA oa 
being admitted to the VniOB ah SSI 
Shields as one of its Senators. 

The climate of Minnesota proving 
too severe, on the expiration of his 
term as Senator he made a trip to 
(California, where he married. While 
on tha Vaelfte aaaat the elvll war 
broke oat aad he again offered hia 
servleee to his adopted country. Ha 
was agala appointed Brigadier Gen- 
eral and telegraphed for by the War 
DeparlniL'Ot, being assigned to the 
.'ommand of the srniy of West Vir- 
ginia. I 
In 1866 he returned from tha 
Weet aad aelected Mlasourl as bto 
boms. On January 21, 1879, be waa 
aaen by tbe Missouri Legletature 
to fill tbe unexpired term ot U V, 
Bogy In the United states Senate, 
thus conferring upon him the honor 
of tMing the only man who ever 
represented three iliffereiit Statt* la 
(be I'liiti'd Status Senate.

He took possession nf it on 
November 21. isr)t). and thDUsh the 
infant seminary loniahipd thrro less 
than six months It was the cradle of 
the magnificent group of buildings 
which now eonstltnts Niagara Uni- 
versity, on the auBMilt of Mont 
Bsgle Ridge, a eonmandlng and 
picturesque site on the AaarWaB 

bank of thr Niagara, OTOflOOMag the 
whirlpool rapiiis. 

TM<> fdiindinK of the scniir ary in 
Duftalo and iiH suhseqiionl ri nuival 
to its present location on .May 1 of 
the following year, realized a boy- 
hood drsam of tbe founder. The 
writer, whose hsppiest recollection 
is that he was one of Father Lynch's 
earliest students, has sat entranced 
at his recital of that dream and its 
fruition. It \va8 his privilcBP to be 
one of a circle of "the old boys" at 
.Via^ara. seated around the founder 
in tbe fall of 1859, when he lis- 
tened to the story of that dream and 
tU fnlflllmaat, whleh was really the 
epitome of many yakrB of nlaaioasry 
labor. Here It la Tory mneh con- 
densed : 

"Oncp upon a time," and then lie 
looknd around at us over Ills glassos 
and .sniili'd; "once upon a tinu' 
there was a little Irish boy in a town 
called Clones, in a diocese that had 
been founded by St. Patrick himself 
in Ireland, and thla little boy was 
shown a picture of the great Falls 
of Niagara by a visitor from America 
and It made a wonderful impression 
on his mind. What a beautiful placn 
he thouKht in which to worship the 
Creator of that wonder: what an in- 
splltng spot in whidi to offer up the 
holy sacrifice, and what a grand site 
on whleh to bnlld a college or aem- 
inary to train prieats for tha great 
American 'mislon where they weri< 
then so much needed. He dreanipil 
of all this that nUht. Well, my 
ilear ililldren." said he, waving bis 
arms around so as lo take In the 
entire landscape. "I was that little 
boy and here is the dream come true. 
TlMta^ I am soon to levre yoa all 
and this lovely spot, I will never 
forget you or It." 

Then he continued: "I waa ssiit to 
polle(?e and seminary and waa finally 
ordained a priest of tha Congrega- 
tion of the Mission In Paris. I was 
glad to be sent as a missionaiy to 
America, but Texas was my desiina- 
tioB, and I found that was a \onf, 
diatanco from Nagara Falls. Later 
I was seat to St. iLoula and then to 
St. Vary's of the Barrana, iParryylll^ 
Mo., where there waa a honae of our* 
order. When Father Timon, now 
Bishop of Buffalo, was appointed to 
this diocese, which included Niagara 
Falls, 1 asked'hfan about it, If there 
were any Catholics there and If they 
had a church. He told me there 
wore a few Catholica but no church, 
aad added: 'If yon come up there 
we will have a ehnreh and a aem- 
Inary. too!' But I was not my own 
maater and I was made Superior of 
St. Mary's and then sent to Paris to 
attend the general assembly of the 
congregation. There 1 told our 
Superior General abbut Niagara and 
what Slahop Timon had ssid, and I 
recelrsd pefmlaaion to found a houss 
of the order in hia dlooaia; it was 
fretting warm, wasa't it 

"Father Moaaghaa eaaa with me 
and we paid our first rlslt to the 
Falls. We had no money and land 
was high, so we tried to open a 
house on a small farm near Buffalo. 
J«t I took siek and we hsd t« givi* 
up that idea. Then we found a 
house on the o^tskirto of Buffalo 
thst used to ha an orphanage and 
was then empty and we moved In on 
November II, tlie day after the feast 
of I he Presentation, three years ago 
(18.5(;) It wasn't sulUbIs snd It 
wasn't Niagara and during the next 
Christmas holidays we made another 
trip to Niagara with beUer luck this 
time. We aeeured the Tedder farm 
of 100 acrea at 176 an acre and not 
long after we bargained for 200 
acres more, part of the De Vesux 
property, and sdjoinlag the other, 
and on which stood this house, then 
s roadside Inn. Ws rsmoveil hei cm 
tbe first day of Mary's mouth and 
that's the reason for the sams, 
Ssmlaary of Oar Lady of AageU, the 
nsme haatowad oa as by Plas IX. 

"Of couraa we had little money, 
but we reeelTsd generous help from 
Bishop Timon, hIa clergy and other 
good friends, and some donations 
fame from must unexpected quar- 
ters, the largest gift being one of 
tlO.OUO, which we call the miracul- 
ous tlO.OO*.'

What effect will the war In 
Burope have upon the Catholl- 
church In the land ot Emperor Will- 
iam Is a question frequently naked. 
It is not generally known that Qer- 
maiiy cuntains some of the most 
Catholic provinces in Kurnpp and Is 
more than one-third Catholic The 
Rhine — which flows through tbe 
Catholic regloaa — to, it erer there 
was one, a Catholle >iTor, The Cath- 
elle regions betoag to Praaaia, 
Bavaria, Wurtemburg, Badaa aad 
Hesse, and all of the Dovernments of 
these provinces have a working un- 
derstanding with the Holy See. 
called a concordat. The imain feat- 
ures of this understanding may be 
summarized: Prussia and Havaria 
have their official representatives at 
the Vsticsn, though the empira is 
not formally represented. 'The Holy 
See is represented in the Oerman 
Kmpire by the Nuncio to Bavaria, 
who does duly for all flermany. 

.Modern Catholicii y of Germany 
owes its strenRtli to the training and 
pxperienie it underwent during the 
persecution known as the "culture 
eampaica" (Kultuikampf ), in the 
eourss of which It found such really 
great leaders aa Xattalar and Wind- 
horst, who were tha founders of the 
Center psrty of our own times. This 
splendidly unified body of politicians 
co-operates with the five Arch- 
bishops and IvvcMiy IllHliop.'i, three 
Apostolic Vicars and two I'reJ'ects — 
In all. thirty units of the higher 
jurisdiction. The Bishops are elected 
by the Cathedral Chapter, ezcfpt In 
BsTBria, where they are choaen by 
agreement between the OoTomment 
and Rome. 

Cerman dioceses are gigantic, and 
Germany and Austria are unique in 
this .matter. Paris is the largest 
diocese in the world, and iiiusi pos- 
sess near four millions at this time. 
The seeond, however, is the diocese 
of Breslau (which includes Berlin), 
wHh nearly three million Catholic 
souls; Cologne has alaO nearly three 
millions; the dioceses of Muenster, 
Munich ami Kreiburg contain about 
one million Catholics each. 

Tlie labor organization of Catholic 
iHTinany may be divided into two 
(.■roups, those of the Berlin school 
and those of the Cologne school. In 
tha Bariln group Cathollea are or- 
ganised in purely Catholle aasocla- 
tions; In that of Cologne the eccle- 
siastical authorities ara not recog- 
nized as controlling forces. Un- 
forfunntely these two groups have 
not always worked well together, 
although since the intervention of 
the Pope in 1912 harmonious work- 
ing between the bodies has come to 
be the order ot the day. In no 
country In the worid ia so much 
done for the cnltivmtioa ot tha spir- 
itual life of the work-a-day lahofera, 
and till' practice of "special retreats" 
for tha Catholic body has been the 
main factor in producing this result. 
That there Is no lack of religious in- 
fluence for the furtherance of sik h 
work may be gauged from the fact 
that there are some S.SOO religious 
hoaaaa o( varloua kind and SS.ooo 
taUcloop. Tha ordera are, however, 
subject to somewhat reatri'cfive 
aapervislon by nearly all the Ciov- 
arnments in the States. In Wurtem- 
burg and Baden only female insti- 
tutes are allowed, in Saxony and the 
smaller States only nursing Sister- 
hoods. 

Louvaln University, the alma 
mater of so many ABwrleaa prelates 
and prieeta. was (aaadad by Pope 
Martin V. and Duke John of 
Brabant in 14tS. Stndeato flocked 
there from all over t'he world In 
the sixteenth century It had 4.ii(iii 
Students and forty-three colleges. 
Until th* Oerman invasion many of 
these old bnildiaga were still stsnd- 
Ing. It was given up hy the Goverp- 
msnt in ltS4, and ainee that time 
has bsen conducted by Csthollcs. 
Last year it had an enrollment of 
upward of 2, 000 students. The 
building in which It Is now con- 
ducted waa remolded from an oM 
warehouse of the Clothmakers Ciiild 
In 1317. Upper stories were added 
In leto. The archea aad pillars on 
ths ground floor, the eatranee from 
tbe Rue des Cordes, still hors a 
wealth of carvings, sculpturea and 
bas reliefs of the old masters. Ths 
library occupied a large room with 
fine wood panels, carved In Intricate 
designs. It held I50.U00 volumes 
and tkoussnds of msnuscrlpts, val- 
uable beyond price. In the center 
of the room stood • ooloessl group 
repreesntiag a seeae tram tha flood 
sculptured by Oeerte la lit*. 
Around the room and through the 
main entrance corridor bung 
traits of the professors since 
founding of the Invtltutiun 
busts of Isarned scholars who 
thar*.
